Hardman a detailed account of the 
activity of a detachment of troops 
under command of Colonel W. R.

C. Parker reported that he could find

The Neal report to the adjutant 
general reached Atianta Thursday and 
was, on that day, forwarded to Gover- 
nor Hardman for his information, -Its 
contents, however, were not made pub- 
lie at the executive offices until late 
Friday. 

Identity Guarded. 

Both the report of Colonel Neal and 
the indorsement of General Parker 
are silent so fas as disclosing the iden- 
tity of the men who are said to have 
shot the negro to death, in the jail, 
after he had been captured in the 
swamps bordering on the Altamaha 
river and escorted by guardsmen to 
the McIntosh county jail and placed 
in the custody of Sheriff Poppen.

NAGAL MURDERER 


New York Officers Hold. 
Man for McIntosh 
County Authorities. 


DARIEN, Ga., Oct. 10.—(UN)— 
Sheriff A. 8S. Poppell, of McIntosh 


county, announced today receipt of a 
telegram from authorities at Schenec- 
tady, N. Y., virtually solving the mys- 
terious murder of Frank Nagal, inte- 
rior decorator employed at exclusive 
Jekyl Island, who was slain while on 
an automobile ride near here Decem- | 
ber 22, 1928. | 

Frank Allord, former resident of 
McIntosh county and an alleged for- 
mer convict now in custody on an au- 
tomobile theft charge, has signed a 
confession at Schenectady that he 
killed Nagal during the automobile 
ride, on which several women accom- 
panied the two men, Sheriff Poppell 
said he was advised. 

“Nagal had $160 with him and they 
knew it,.and I believe that was the 
motive for the» murder,” the_ sheriff 
said. “His body was found two weeks | 
after he disappeared, 100 yards off a 


after the murder.” 

The sheriff immediately swore out) 
a warrant charging Allord with the 
murder and dispatched it to Schenec- | 
tady. He telegraphically requested au- | 
thorities there to hold him. They, 
meanwhile, immediately sent Sheriff 
Poppell a copy of Allord’s signed con- 
fession, he said. 

The manner in which Allord was. 
linked with the case reads like a de- 
tective thriller. A resident of Sche-| 
nectady, who had read of the case, |

| Veal for Crisp Fall Days 


BY JESSIE MARIE DeBOTH 


With cooler weather we welcome 
heartier food, and meat becomes more 
prominent in.our menus. Veal is less 
used than it might be if people real- 
ized the need of thorough cooking. 
Many. delicious dishes are possible 
with veal as the foundation, and the 
bland flavor of this meat invites the 
use of considerable seasoning, or the 
addition of various vegetables. As veal 
is lean, it requires extra fat for -ook- 
ing, and strcculent salt pork provides 
it admirably. Bacon is a bit too p->- 
nounced for such delicate meat. Sa- 
vory richness is obtained by browning 
the floured portions well, whether used 
as cutlets, in a stew, meat pie or cas- 
serole. To obtain clear fat for this 
purpose have the salt pork sliced 
about a quarter of an inch thick, then 
in strips or dice, if.desired. Place 
these in a cold frying pan and heat 
slowly, cooking with a low heat «.ntil 
crisp throughout. Remove the pork, 
when golden brown, and keep on the 
warming shelf until serving time. The 
chops with kidney are considered 
choice eating by epicures, while -nany 
prefer the plain cutlets or veal <tea-:. 

Less expensive cuts from the shoul- 
der may be handled in the same way 
but need long simmering ty become 
tender. In any case, blend salt and 
pepper with the flour evenly and coat 
each piece of meat with this before 
browning. A piece of paper toweling. 
or clean wrapping paper, does just as 
well as a pan, and lessens dish wash- 
ing. 

Sliced onions, or a whole one 
pierced with two or three cloves for 
added succulence may be lightly 
browned with the meat. Shreds of 
green pepper add agreeable flavor and 
some garlic is desirable for perfection. 


When the meat is richly colored, 
push it to one side of the pan, or re- 
move, if preferred, and add flour to 
the remaining fat. If there is more 
than: three tablespoons of fat mr a 
pound of meat, pour some off and 
strain for future use, before adding 
aaoes, then pour in some stock or 
wa and when slightly thickened 
and smooth, mix with the meat, cover 
close and simmer until done. Half an 
hour is long enough for tender cuts 
and if gravy is desired the flour is 
omitted. and only a little liquid :dded 
to provide steam, This can be quickly 
evaperated by removing the lid when 
meat is tender, cooking with increased 
heat. Uniess a heavy pan is used it 
will be necessary to protect the bot- 
tom by placing an asbestos mat be- 
neath. Indeed this is a wise precau- 
tion in cooking any thickened mixture, 
as it scorches easily, and the least bit 
of burned flavor ruins the dish. 


For variety, strained tomato may 
be the liquid, or a little catsup or 
chili sauce added to the water. A 
few minced mushrooms improve the 
dish immensely and a little cooking 
sherry makes a wonderful finish. 
Plain veal cutlets are delicious fin- 
ished with chopped onion, minced 
parsley and lemon juice after they are 
lightly browned. Thin strips of meat, 
well pounded and spread with a sim- 
ple stuffing, become veal birds when 
rolled, skewered into shape with tooth- 
picks or small skewers, browned and 
simmered in a well-seasoned sauce. 
Serve surrounded with a snowy border 
of boiled rice. . You will like noodles

Chutney is good with veal and so 
are spiced prunes or some gooseberry 
relish. Plain chops take on character 
when bordered with a generous ring 
of smothered green peppers. For this 
the bell peppers are cut lengthwise 
into strips after all seeds are re- 
moved and placed in a tightly covered 


pan with a dash of salt, qa little oil 
or butter, and some onion juice, if 
liked. Then cook in the oven, or over 
a very slow fire until soft. These are 
also delicious with steak or roast beef 
and make an excellent sandwich fill- 
ing for the fall picnic. 


_ Grapes are so plentiful and sweet 
just now that we should use them lib- 
erally, just as fruit or in cooked 
sweets. Any of the gelatine desserts 
made with beaten egg whites or 
whipped cream may be made with the 
delicious flavor of fresh grapes. Cook 
these in very little water until soft, 
then strain and substitute the grape 
juice for any other juices called for 
in Bavarian creams, fruit sponges or 
frozen desserts. Sweetened whipped 
cream flavored and colored with con- 
centrated grape juice has a delicate 
violet tint that is prettier in day- 
light than at night. It is delicious 
served icy cold in parfait glasses or 
may be frozen if preferred. A sprin- 
kle of shredded pistachio nuts makes 
a lovely topping or the portions may 
be garnished with candied rose leaves 
for a charming color effect. Use plain 
ice cream to-half fill tall glasses, then 
pile the grape-flavored whipped cream 
on top for a simple but uncommon 
dessert, which may have strips of 
lady fingers around the inside to com- 
plete the service. 

Sebayon, sometimes spelled “Za- 
bayon,” is a delectable French con- 
coction which is often used as a sauce 
for ice cream. In this form it calls 
for two egg yolks, beaten light, and 
then a fourth of a cup of sugar is 
beaten into them. , This is cooked gen- 
tly over hor water until thickened. 
Remove and beat occasionally until 
cool, then flavor with one or two 
tablespoons of sherry, blending lightly. 
At serving time fold this into a cup 
and a half of stiffly whipped cream, 
which is well chilled. A _ rich but 
gorgeous finish to plain ice cream of 
almost any flavor.

DORAN SAYS CONGRESS 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—C)— 
The possibility of changes by con- 
gress in the prohibition enforcement 
act has been suggested by James M.

He“expressed the opinion last night 
that the eighteenth amendment would 
be retained. 

“It may be that congress’ will 
change the enforcement act in some 
part,” he said, “but in any event con- 
gress must enact proper enforcement 
laws in order to be mentally honest. 
‘There is nothing sacrosanct about al- 
ways holding that more than one-half 
of one per cent of alcohol content is 
illegal.” 

Doran’s remarks were made before 
a church group in a_ three-cornered 
debate on what should be done about 
prohibition. The other participants 
were Edward B. Danford, attorney for 
the Anti-Saloon Teague, who upheld 
the dry laws, and Rufus Lusk, an offi- 
cial of the Washington branch of 
Crusaders, predicting prohibition re- 
peal. 

“I think a great reform can be ac- 
complished,” Doran said, “if we get 
better lines of demarcation between 
federal and state activities on prehibi- 
tion enforcement, and to make the ad- 
ministration of the dry laws so the 
federal government will aid the states 
and not seek to supplant the states.”

Delivery to and acceptance of the 
alleged reward by the accused was 
in pursuance of an agreement where- 
by West consentedrto give the defend- 
ant the reward for the purpose of in- 
fluencing his behavior, the indictment 
charges. 

The proposal submitted to the city 
by West was attached to the indict- 
ment. The petition pointed out that 
“it has been proven by experience on 
the part of cities so using these de- 
vices that this is not- only the best 
method of handling trash, ete., but 
the most economical method possible 
to obtain in furtherance of this most 
necessary civic duty.” 

Under the proposal, West agreed 
to maintain the receptacles in a good, 
workable condition for three years 
and three months, and to clean and 
repaint them at frequent intervals, in 
order that they might at all times ap- 
pear ornamental and function prop- 
erly. The proposal bound the city to 
empty the cabinets and afford the 
usual police protection to prevent van- 
dalism, and gave the city sanitary de- 
partment the authority to remove any 
ndvertisement that might be objection- 
able to decency or public morals, The 
city agreed, under the proposal, that 
no other receptacles or cabinets would 
be allowed to be placed on the streets 
upon which were displayed any ad- 
vertisements during the term of the 
franchise,

His retirement leaves Judge Nathan 
P. Bryan, a former United States 
senator from Florida, as the senior 
jurist on the bench: The third mem- 
ber of the court is Judge Rufus E. 
Foster, a native of Virginia, but prior 
to his appointment a United States 
district judge in Louisiana, where he 
still makes his home. 

The fifth circuit has jurisdiction 
over Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Mis- 
sissippi, Louisiana, two districts: in 
Texas and the Canal Zone. 

By his failure to act thus far dur- 
ing the congressional recess, Presi- 
dent Hoover has indicated a disposi- 
tion not to fill any vacancies in the 
federal judiciary until congress meets, 
thus avoiding a recess appointment.

CHEAPER TO BUY THAN PLANT. 
An unusual suggestion, seeking 
to solve the problem of how best 
to bring cotton out of the price 
Slump into which it has fallen, is 
contained in a leaflet recently is- 
sued by Munds & Winslow, na- 
tionally prominent cotton brokers 
of New York. 
: “Why,” asks this firm, “plant 
cotton at 15 cents when it can be 
bought at 11? The average cost of 
producing cotton over a period of 
years is in the neighborhood of 15 
cents, so that the buyers of con- 
tracts at the present market price 
of 10 1-2 cents has an advantage 
over the producer of from $15 to 
$22 per bale.” 

It is suggested that a sure way 
to bring cotton out of its present 
slump—and a way which would 
bring profitable results to all con- 
cerned—would be the guarantee 
that say half of the cotton pro- 
ducers of the south should buy cot- 
ton now instead of planting it next 
year. 

With this assurance, it is argued, 
the price of cotton would inévitably 
begin a steady climb. This would 
mean that the man who bought now 
would make greater profit out of 
cotton next year than if he had 
actually raised it, afid his lands 
would be freed for other uses; the 
planters who did raise it next year 
would get profit-bearing prices for 
their staple, and the cotton factors 
and brokers would benefit through 
the increased trading. 

All of which brings us back to 
the basic fact that the only hope 
for the southern cotton planter is 
through reduction of acreage, and 
drastic reduction at that. in that 
respect the argument of the New 
York brokerage firm coincides with 
that of the great majority of others 
who have come forward with sug- 
gestions for the benefit of the Cot- 
ton farmer, the uniqueness of their 
comment being in the nature of ap- 
proach to the common conclusion.

The doctor 
has never become wealthy, but a pres- 
ident of France and ministers of 
foreign countries came to tell him 
that he and his idea had saved mavy 
millions of human beings in the course 
of his 40 years of practice aud 
propagation of his scheme. His home 
is a humble one, but it is a mecca 
for social service workers from all 
over the world who pass_ through 
France. Every “‘mairie”’ in France 
is today equipped with free sets of 
linen, hygienic articles, and advice for 
the poorest expectant mothers. The 
doctor still. goes his rounds in the 
morning and afternoon. In the slums 
the children run out to meet him. 
That’s his reward. But to the adults 
he is a father and an ‘adviser, and 
not only on medical matters, let it 
be added. .For,. like in nearly all 
small French towns, the doctor of 
Saint-Germain is the main pillar’ of 
liberalism, the liberal government’s 
Surest support. Anyone can come to 
him night or day, with his or her 
troubles, be they physical or other- 
wise. They are sure of a sympathetic 
hearing and the advice of a wise 
man. If it were not for a certain 
qualifying circumstance, one could al- 
most call this old-time family doc- 
tor, we have all known one in our 
lives, a lay saint. Almost, I say, 
for a man who, without a husband’s 
knowing, quietly persuades a wife fo 
hide her husband's pipe, no matter 
what his humanitarian motives, can 
never be called a full saint.

Confers With Talmadge. 

Dr. Bonn has been studying educa- 
tional questictis while in Atlanta and, 
being much interested in agriculture, 
spent the morning Friday at tne capi- 
tol with Commissioner of Agriculture 
Kugene Talmadge. He is to attend a 
luncheon today at the Capital City 
Club, given by Frank Neely, general 
manager of Rich's, Inc. 

Dr. Bonn will leave this evening for 
Baltimore, where he has an engage- 
ment at Johns Hopkins Unversity, 
and from there will go to New York, 
whence he will sail for Germany.’ 

Speaking of the situation in Ger- 
many, Dr. Bonn said Friday to a re- 
porter of The Constitution: 

Explains Present Situation. 

“The political situation in Germany 
is the natural. outcome of, the po- 
litical sources: at work siuce peace 
was made. 

“To begin with, the real state of 


peace is a very recent affarr. It dates 


payment of reparations, They objected 
to any voluntary arrangement entered 
into by Germany. They were not 
strong enough to prevent the signing 
of the Youn: plan. 

“But when the plan had to tes 
executed, very great difficulties arose 
for apportioning the burden among the 
different groups of taxpayers. ‘The 
government could not find a majority 
for their financial proposals and dis- 
solved the parliament. In the new par- 
liament there are 107 extreme nation- 
alists—with the groups related vo 
them they number not less than a 
third of all members. As the election 
took place at a time of great cis- 
tress, this growth is. not so very mi- 
raculous, THey had warned people of 
the dreadful consequences of the 
Young plan and this seemingly had 
come true. 

“Germany had over 2,500,000 un- 
employed at election time, True enouch 
this had very little do with the Young 
plan—the countries which receivel 
German payments were mostly quite 
as badly off owing to the world crisis. 

“But the average German voter is 
not a trained economist. Considering 
everything, it seems to me quite . 
hopeful sign that in these critical days 
the majority of the German voters 
have remained level-headed. Com- 
munists and nationalist-socialists com- 
bined are less than two-fifths of all 
German voters. 

“The days of the German govern- 
meut are not easy, but there is no real 
danger if the world situation is going 
to improve. If it does. not ‘mprove 
within a reasonable time, the crisis 
will not be a national German crisis, 
but a world crisis.”

MAJOR M'CANTS HEARS 


RUMBLINGS OF DRUMS 


_ MACON, Ga., Oct. 10.—(?)—Reg- 
istering his disapproval of any dis- 
armament plan which would . affect 
the defense of the United States, Ma- 
jor Samuel McCants, of Fort Ben- 
ning, Ga., said in an informal ad- 
dress here Friday afternoon-that “one 
can stick his ear to the ground to- 
day and hear the rumblings of drums 
nearly as plainly as in 1917.” 

He said that America is in the 
“throes of a revolution” with the tur- 
moil now existent in Russia; the un- 
rest in China, and the troubles in 
India. 

“To take away the defenses of this 
country would be like taking the po- 
lice force from the city of Macon,” 
Major MeCants said. “In reality, the 
army and navy of this country are 
only the national police and it would 
be a mistake to remove them.” 

Major McCants was making a more 
or less informal talk to members of 
the Macon Civitan Club and their 
guests gathered at a barbecue. 

He was introduced to talk a short 
while about the commercial side of 
the army,’ and, following his _pro- 
nouncements regarding disarmament, 
he discussed his announced subject. 

The army officer, who was in 
charge of the purchasing at Fort Ben- 
ning, said that “no foreign business 
could come in and take a dime from 
a home merchant, if the home mer- 
chant was on the job.” He added, 
“I venture to say, that in Macon near- 
ly every firm that goes into bank- 
ruptcy is actually in about two years 
before he knows it.” 

Major McCants diseussed the meth- 
ods used in the commercial division 
of the army.’ He advocated a monthly 
accounting for all businesses, “just 
like you were going to divide it among 
the stockholders.” 

“T’ll bet you there’s not a merchant 
in Macon who has not $1,000 worth 
of goods on his shelf right now that 
he doesn’t know is there.”

. Skidmore, director of the High 
Museum of Art, at 3 o’clock Sunday 
afternoon at the museum. The talk, 
which will be illustrated with appro- 
priate stereopticon views, will one 
of the most instructive which has 
been given at the museum. Mr: Skid- 
more will discuss Mr. Blake's strug- 
gles, relating them to the epoch in 
which he lived.

NEW YORK, Oct. 10.—(4)—Gen- 
eral Sessions Judge Amedeo A. Berti- 
ni, who said 10 days ago that “no 
judicial officer should refuse to sign 
a waiver’ concerning his appoint- 
ment, declined today to waive im- 
munity before a special grand jury 
investigating his selection for the 
bench.

NEW YORK, Oct. 10.—(#)—The 
stock market changed its mind swiftly 
todey, but not until it had given 
Wall Street some anxious moments, 


Prices declined broadly under ac- 
tive selling during the first three 
hours, then turned about and rallied 
more rapidly than they had broken. 
Closing prices averaged 3.5 points net 


higher in 90 active issues, although 


net gains of 3 to 8 were numerous. 


Total sales of 6.296.918 shares, 
more than 1,000,000 above yester- 
day's turnover, indicated the turmoil 
in the market. During the decline 
stocks were dumped overboard with 
a persistence reminiscent of last No- 
vember; on the advance they were 
bought with equal eagerness as the 
shorts sought cover. 

Other markets -also improved. 
Wheat and corn closed 1 to 2 cents 
higher. while bonds recovered sub- 
stantially from their early fit of weak- 
ness. Cotton worked higher after en- 
countering some pressure and finished 
with net gains of 10 to 12 points. 

Once more the stock market’s de- 
pression seemed to come from within, 
for the business news was hardly of a 
character to encourage such feverish 
liquidation. Wall Street had expected 
a soft session in view of yesterday's 
failure of a member firm, but it was 
not prepared for so violent a demon- 
stration of nervousness and timidity. 
The rally, which was the most vig- 
orous upturn since October 1, seemed 
to do much toward bolstering confi- 
dence, and confidence appeared to *be 
badly in need of such a stimulant. 


Important Development. 


The most importarft development of 
the day of the stock exchange was 
the steel corporation’s tonnage state- 
ment. As everyone expected, this 
showed a substantial decline, amount- 
ing to 155.866 tons for September, but 
less optimistic members of the specu- 
lative fraternity had been forecasting 
an even larger drop, so that the an- 
nouncement was received with some 
satisfaction, especially when compari- 
son was made with the August loss 
of 441.851 tons. It was pointed out 
that the September 30 backlog of 
2,424,338 tons—the smallest, inciden- 
tally, since May, 192S8S—was on the 
whole, reasonably satisfactory consid- 
ering the present. condition of the in- 


dustry which still lacks the support 
of railroad and automotive buying. 

Automobile production in Septem- 
ber. as estimated by the industry's 
national chamber of commerce, reveal- 
ed the expected decline. The number 
of units turned out was placed at 226,- 
361, a decrease of 3 per cent from 
August. of 47 per cent from the Sep- 
tember, 1929, total and of 40 per 
cent from the five-year average for 
that month. Since a more encourag- 
ing report had not been anticipated, 
financial circles were apparently lit- 
tle disturbed by the news. 

Reviewing the week in trade, Dun’s 
noted a quickening of retail business 
which, however, was termed a “wholly 
seasonal trend.” Bradstrect’s, label- 
ing the general situation as “fair,” 
found real trends difficult to measure 
and called attention to the recent 
weakness of the speculative market. 

The government crop report re- 
vealed that the recovery in corn from 
the drouth damage had been larger 
than was thought probable a month 
ago,‘ for the October 1 estimate of 
2,047,000,000 bushels was 64,000,000 
above the September 1 forecast. In 
wheat the estimated increase aggre- 
gated 2,000,000 bushels. 


Confusion Negligible. 

The weakness of stocks in the morn- 
ing again was accompanied by orderly 
trading, although some confusion ap- 
peared around noon when some of the 
amusement shares broke sharply. U. 
S. Steel, General Electric, Consolidat- 
ed Gas and American Telephone made 
new lows on 2 to 4-point losses, but 
these breaks were much smaller than 
scores of others. Fox Film, General 
Theater Equipment, Utilities, Power 
and Light, Loew's, Allied Chemical 
and others were off 5 to 10, and there 
were larger recessions in issues having 
thinner markets. Industrial Rayon, 
for example, tumbled 18. 

The recovery, making its debut in 
the motion picture group, ran quickly 
throughout the list. U. 8S. Steel, 
dropping to 1441-2, closed at 149 1-2, 
the top, for a net gain of 31-8, and 
the gyrations of other prominent ac- 
tive shares were generally similar.

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CROP REPORT GOVERNS. 


WEEK'S COTON TRADE 


NEW YORK, Oct. 10.—(#)—~ 
Rather a sharp decline preceded the 
publication .of the government crop 
report on the cotton market here this 
week. It was attributed to southern 
hedging and liquidation, which may 
have been combined with some scat- 
tered selling in anticipation of an in- 
crease in the figures on estimated 
yield, Prices for all the more active 
deliveries made new low ground for 
the movement, with December | con- 
tracts selling off to 10.13 for the new 
delivery and March to 10.45 shortly 
before the report was published. 

The official crop indication of 14.- 
486,000 bales was slightly .above the 
average of the private reports issied 
in advance of its publication, but was 
very closely in line with the average 
expectation of New York Cotton Ex- 
change a which, according to 
a canvass made early in the week 
was 14,443.000 bales. Evidently the 
official indication had been discount- 
ed and perhaps slightly under the fig- 
ures anticipated by some of the more 
radical bears. | 

‘At any rate it was followed by 
rallies and while fluctuations later 
in the week were rather nervous and 
irregular, the market showed a gen- 
erally steady undertone as offerings 
were comparatively light and there 
seemed to be some trade or invest- 
ment buying as well as covering on 
the declines, Very unsettled conditions 
reported in the stock marekt and de- 
clines in grain were reflected by some 
selling in cotton but the offerings 
were quite readily absorbed on coni- 
paratively moderate setbacks. 
Perhaps some of the buying toward 
the end of the week was promoted by 
expectations of constructive develon- 
ments at the cotton trade meeting 
called for Monday by the American 
Cotton Shippers’ Association. ‘It is an- 
ticipated that the prevailing situation 
will be discussed with a view to de- 
vising possible stabilizing measures at 
this meeting which will be attended 
by representatives of various trade or- 
ganizations, the federal farm board 
and the co-operative marketing organi- 
zations. 

Another sustaining influence in the 
market, apparently, was the standard 
cloth statistics for September which 
showed a decrease of 11.4 per cent 
in stocks on hand and an increase of 
26.1 per cent, 

In unfilled orders. This was re- 
garded as indicating a much firmer 
statistical position in the cloth mar- 
ket but was also supposed to fore- 
shadow light domestic consumption 
figures, According to the New York 
Cotton Exchange service the latter 
amounted to 385,000 bales for Septem- 
ber, compared with 352,000 for Au- 
gust and 546,000 for September, last 
year.

NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 10.—(/)--

Governor Huey P. Long 
announeed that the temporary em- 
bargo on cotton shipments into New 
Orleans had been lifted as additional 
storage space had been found. 

The embargo had been ordered by 
John McKay. general manager of the 
board, and was in effect 30 hours 
before the governor knew it. 

“The embargo wasn't the general 
manager's fault,” Governor Long saul. 
“It was the only thing he could do.

For the 
first time in our lives we had so much 
cotton we didn’t know what to do with 
it. After talking with the board last 
night we found there was room for at 
least 100,000 more bales.”

CHICAGO, Oct. 10.—(4)—Explain- 
ing that the stock market has become 
too big for any single group of indi- 
viduals to control the price movement, 
Richard Whitney, president of the 
New York Stock Exchange, said to- 
day that the effects of bear raids in 
times of depression are likely to be 
exaggerated. 

Addressing the Illinois Chamber of 
Commerce, Mr. Whitney added: 
“However, I personally do not believe 
it is proper for persons to sell stocks 
in volume and in a manner calculated 
to depress prices artificially. The ex- 
change does not defend, or look with 
favor upon selling of this character.” 
He acknowledged that single groups 
or individuals might designedly influ- 
ence the prices of individual stocks. 

Mr. Whitney reiterated at length 
the belief long held by stock exchange 
officials that short selling is an es- 
sential factor in maintaining an order- 
ly market and that artificial respir- 
ants would be ruindus. 

Persons who apparently felt that 
the prevention of short sales “would 
bring about rising security prices and 
general prosperity” had written him 
during the past year urging that the 
atock exchange forbid short selling, 
Mr. Whitney said. 


Discussing the effects of such a 


| drastic step, he explain 


; 


that the 
first and obvious result would be a 
slight tendency to rising prices, due 
to the fact that the existing short in- 
terest in the market, whatever it 
might be, would have to cover its 
position. Immediately thereafter, how- 
ever, the volume of trading in 
securities, and the consequent breadth 
of.the market would be very material- 
ly curtailed. The only sellers would 
be those investors who felt that their 
securities were overvalued. 
Deprived of the short interest, Mr. 


Whitney said the stock market would | 


resemble the action 6f speculative 
land booms where, by the very na- 
ture of the real property involved, 
short sales are impossible. 

“Every part of our country has at 
some time or other suffered from the 
disastrous consequences of a_ real 
estate inflation. 1 have seen at first 
hand the tragic result of a land boom 
and I do not think that any sensible 
person seriously wishes to produce 
similar conditions in our market for 
securities,”’ 

“Prices on the exchange move, not 
because a few people wish to buy or 
sell, but because hundreds of thon- 
sands of people, not only in this coun- 
try but throughout the world, are in- 
terested in buying and selling in our 
market. 

“It is the great movement of trade 
and industry that influences the judg- 
ment of numberless investors § and 
speculators. In times of prosperity, 
the accumulated buying orders that 
flow steadily into the exchange cause 
prices to mount. In times of depres- 
sion, the vast mass of sales which 
come from people who have lost con- 
fidence in the future bring about de- 
clines,”’
